in July 
were those of James D 


Hayes, of Wisconsin, and Edward D. 
DAWIIB, of Oregon, to bo United States 
Judge for Alaska. As Wisconsin has a 
representative in the Cabinet, one who 
ia a lawyer niid personally acquainted 
with the members of the legal profession 
in that State, it would be absurd to be- 
lieve that Hayes is the miin referred to 
in the correspondence. The only judicial 
appointment made in June wag William 
B. Fleming, a prominent and well- 
itnown lawyer of Kentucky, to be Asso- 
ciate Justice of Now Moxico. As the pub- 
lication purports to emanate from Cin- 
cinnati, ao near the home of Fleming, it 
is perhaps uuturul that hia friends 
should feel unusual curiosity and ex- 
hibit BO me indignation upon what might 
bo regarded an a reflection upon him, 
and yet nobody who knows anything of 
Judge Fleming's standing, personally 
and professionally, in Kentucky, aught 
Co suppose for a moment that he was 
the subject of the correspondence. For 
au^ht that ia known to the public, 
Judge Dawne may stand aa well pro- 
fessionally and personally in Oregon as 
Fleming does in Kentucky. But if the 
statements refer to him, and the Pres- 
ident believes them to be true, it is diffi- 
cult to understand why ha says that the 
confession is too late to be of immedi- 
ate service. The appointment of judi- 
cial officers, like that of any other civil 
officer commissioned by the President, 
is 
incomplete until 
confirmed 
by 


the Senate. The President may with- 
draw such an appointment, even if it is 
sent to the Senate, and it is believed he 
may recall a commission issued during 
•the vacation of the Senate. Besides the 
judicial appointments above mentioned, 
•the President has made the following: 
H. Briuker, of Missouri, Associate Jus- 
tice of New Mexico; Orlando W. Pow- 
ers, of Michigan, Associate Justice of 
Utah; W. B. McConnell, Associate Jus- 
tice of Dakota; W. A. Vincent, Chief 
Justice of New Mexico.

The following proclamation by the 


President was issued Monday: 


WHEHBAS, Public 
policy dpmnnds 


th&tlhb public dooiaia bhull l>o reserved 
for the occupancy of actual seitlers in 
good failh, and that our people, who 
seek homed upon such domain, shull in 
no wisa be prevented by any wrongful 
interference, fj.oru safe and free entry 
thereon, to which they may be entitled; 
und, whemis, to secure and maintain 
tbis benifioeut policy, a. stiitute was 
passed by the Congress of the Uuited 
States, on the 25th d*y of February, 
in tbe year 1885, which declared to be 
unlawful aiSy ineloiures of any public 
lauds in any State or Territory, to 
any of which land included within 
KBid inclosure, tne person, part, asso- 
ciation or eorpor>ition m.ikiug or con- 
trolling such inclosnres had no claim or 
color to thu title, made or acquired, iu 
good fmth, or t^n assented right thereto 
by, or under a claim made in good 
faith, with 11 view to entry thereof at 
the proper land office, and which statute 
aKo prohibits any person by force, 
threats, intimidation, or by any fenc- 
ing, 
iuclohure, or other unlawful means, 


from preventing or obstructing any per- 
son from peaceably entering upon or 
establishing a settlement or residence 
on any tract of publie land, subject to 
settlement 
or 
entry 
under 
the 


public 
laud 
laws 
of 
tbe 
United 


States, 
und 
from 
preventing 
or 


obstructing free passage and transit over 
or through public lauds; and, whereas, 
it is by the nft.li sectiou of said Act pro- 
vided as follows: That "the President 
is hereby authorized to take such means 
us shall bo necessary to remove and 
destroy any unlawful inclosure of any 
of Slid lands, and to employ such civil 
or military force as may be necessary 
for that purpose;" and, whereas, it has 
been brought to uiy knowledge that un- 
lawful inclosnres, and such aa are pro- 
hibited by the terms of the aforesaid 
statute, exist upon the public domain, 
und that, actual legal settlement theieon 
is prevented and obstructed by such in- 
cloHures, and by force, threats and in- 
timidation— 


Now, 
therefore. I, Cirover Cleveland, 


President of the United States, do here- 
by order and direct that any and every 
nnlawlul iuclosures of public lands 
maintained by any person, association 
or corporation be immediately removed, 
and I hereby forbid any person, asso- 
ciation or corporation from preventing 
or obstructing, by means of such in 
closures, or by force, threats or intimi- 
dation, any person entitled 
thereto 


from peaceably entering upon and estab- 
lishing settlement or residence oa any 
part of such public land which is sub- 
ject to entry and settlement under the 
laws of tbe Uuited States; and I com- 
mand and require each and every offi- 
cer of the United States, upon whom 
the duty is legally devolved, to cause 
this order to be obeyed, and all provis- 
ions of tLe Act of Congress herein men- 
tioned to be faithfully enforced.
